Egypt ready to resume

CAIRO, Jan. 2 (Agencies) 
— Egypt is ready to resume 
peace treaty negotiations with 
Israel and is preparing an 
assessment for relay to the 
United States, an Egyptian 
Foreign Mini stry official said 
Tuesday.

TEHRAN, Jan. 2 (Agencies) 
— A stream of foreigners left 
strife-tom Iran Tuesday as 
scattered new demonstrations 
against the Shah broke out in 
Tehran. 

At least a few people were 
reported wounded in the capital, 
and the official radio said the 
mayor of the southeastern town 
of Rafsanjan was shot dead. 

Former opposition politician 
Shahpour Bakhtiar suffered a 
slight setback in -his efforts to 
form a civilian government. 

The lower house of parlia- 
ment cancelled a planned meet- 
ing: at which it was to hold a 
“vote of intent” — involving 
advance acceptance of Dr. 
Bakhtiar as prime minister — 
because of his broadcast plea to 
the nation Monday night to 
give him a chance to end the 
crisis. 

At Tehran airport, planes 
carrying Iranians as well as 
foreigners were able to leave 
Tuesday after military per- 
sonnel took over the duties of 
air traffic controllers now on 
strike in protest against the 
Shah. 

The controllers later agreed 
to go back to work from Tues- 
, day night, but only to allow 
. passengers to leave Iran, airline 
sources said. 

The controllers said they 
. would not handle aircraft flying 
in from abroad carrying pas- 
sengers, but would help to get 
full planes out, the sources ad- 
cfed.

Among the last to be bitten 
was 20-year-old Kim Pearce, 
who had his left leg snapped 
off by a tiger shark a year 
ago.

HONG KONG, Jan. 2 (Ag- 
encies) — A Vietnamese re- 
fugee died Tuesday rff internal 
bleeding aboard the stranded 
Taiwanese freighter “Huey 
Fong’’ — but Hong Kong still 
stood firm on its decision to 
bar entry to the 2,700 home- 
less on the ship. 

A government spokesman 
said, “Of course this is very sad 
and unfortunate, but the Hong 
Kong government’s position re- 
mains the same. This is not the 
ship's first port of call.” 

As the “Huey Fong" saga 
entered ks 11th day. the ship's 
Taiwanese skipper radioed 
news of the first death aboard 
the ship. 

He said the 59-year-old re- 
fugee had died bleeding shortly 
after midnight. 

It was not known whether 
the man wiH be buried at sea 
or taken ashore. Two sick re- 
fugees, a 43-year-old man and 
a baby girl, were also airlifted 
to hospital before dawn Tues- 
day, bringing to 19 the number 
who have needed medical 
attention. 

Meanwhile, off Manila, the 
captain of another refugee ship, 
the “Tung Ad”, said Tuesday 
many of the 2,300 boat peo- 
ple crammed- on its deck and 
in its cargo holds would jump 
into Manila Bay rather than 
return to the high seas aboard 
the rusting freighter. 

Those who did not would 
take the risk of suffocation in- 
side the steaming stinking cargo 
holds, said Captain Sheu Dah 
String. 

President Marcos' govern- 
ment has refused to allow the 
Vietnamese, almost all ethnic 
Chinese, to land because of 
overcrowding in the Philip- 
pines’ main refugee center. 

The government has given 
food, medicine and water since 
the ship arrived on Dec. 27, 
but over the weekend acting 
■Foreign Minister Jose bu Inges 
said the ship would have to 
sail on. ~ 

In Hong Kong, the only help 
in sight for those aboard the 
“Huey Fong" appeared to be 
an offer made last week by the 
mayor of Frankfurt, who said 
the German city would take 250 
of the refugees. 

Mayor WaKer Wafiman said 
at the time that a city official 
would be seDt to Hong Kong 
to select refugees and deal with 


formalities, hut Tuesday a 
West German consulate offi- 
cial said, “up to now we have 
received no instructions from 
our government.” 

The Hong Kong authorities 
appreciated Frankfurt’s offer 
hut have said that assistance in 
resettling the boat people al- 
ready waiting in line here for 
a new life would be more help- 
ful and fair. 

With no apparent chance of 
the Hong Kong authorities 
wavering, the refugees face a 
long, lonely wait at sea. They 
appear now to have one 
hope — enough Western sym- 
pathy for their plight will 
build up so that they can find 
a new home elsewhere. 

The captain of the “Huey 
Fong” asked Hong Kong au- 
thorities Tuesday to contact the 
governments of the United 
States, Canada and France with 
a request to accept the 2,700 
Vietnamese refugees packed on 
board the vessel. 

Captain Shu Wen-shin also 
asked that the Hong Kong 
government allow the refugees 
to land in this British Colony 
in the meantime. 

The Hong Kong government 
disclosed this after a meeting 
with the captain on board a 
Royal Navy vessel following 
the refugee’s death.

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‘REMAINING HURDLES’ 

The "important" political statement promised by the 
Egyptian government today will only be important if it announ- 
ces the end of negotiations with Israel and rejection of all 
Israeli conditions for resuutpiion of the talks. The Cairo 
media describes every official statement as ■‘important” but 
only a few have a justifiable claim to importance, and the 
ending of direct negotiations with Israel will have one. Israel 
had made i« absolutely clear that it will not change its position 
on withdrawal from the occupied territories and the text and 
interpretation of Article Six in the proposed peace treaty which 
gives the treaty priority over Egypt's Arab commitments. This 
being the case there does not seem to be any good reason to 
resume the talks. 

But for unknown reasons, Egypt has not given up hope. 
A senior Egyptian negotiator said in a newspaper interview 
•his week that the talks had not hit the end of the road yet and 
that more comacis were necessary to overcome the remaining 
hurdles. The “remaining hurdles" have been the only hurdles 
of substance all along and unless — and if — they are elimi- 
nated there is no use talking about the settled 90 per cent 
of the issues because their settlement has never been the sub- 
ject of much doubt anyway. 

Only ihe termination of the negotiations process will allow 
the opening of a new leaf in relations between Egypt and the 
opposing Arab countries. The dispute since the Baghdad 
summit conference has not been personal but rather over 
substance The other Arab states have warned front the start 
that the Camp David formula and the resulting negotiations 
in Washington will not achieve the basic minimum of Arab 
demands. Egypt has insisted that negotiations can lead to a 
successful conclusion. Events of the past few weeks have un- 
derlined that a government headed by Menahem Begin will 
noL help the achievement of a just, lasting and honorable peace 
in the Middle East. But while the suspicions of the other Arab 
states have now been confirmed beyond a shred of doubt. 
Egypt’s insistence on upholding the peace initiative has remain- 
ed unchanged. 

If Egypt now agrees to accept what the other Arabs have 
seen from the start, a basis for the restoration of Arab unity 
of action will have been established This would open the 
way for another Arab .summit conference to agree on the 
"minimum'* Arab demands that all the other Arabs can sup- 
port. Even in the absence of Egypt, the Baghdad summit has 
been able to avoid extremist positions and should Egypt re- 
turn to the fold, the possibility of working out a position and 
strategy that would not alienate the Washington administration 
should be very good. Even the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion has been showing modem Hon in recent weeks and the 
National Council meeting in Damascus in less than a fortnight 
will confirm this trend- The Palestinians are seriously talking 
about creating a government-in-exile to help the Washington 
administration in overcoming the complex of dealing with the 
PLO. Jordan fc also expected to play a more positive role 
in representing the Palestinians and helping the PLO in exer- 
cising this representation.

"I decided no job was worth 
my life.” Ti^j E Her bee. a 41- 
vcar-old mechanic from Fair- 
field. California, said as he 
waited for a delayed Pan Ame- 
rican flight. EUerbec was part 
of a group of US. employees 
of Bell Helicopter International 
who gave up their jobs Sunday 
at a helicopter plant in Isfahan. 
420 kilometers south of Tehran, 
and traveled all nisht by bus to 
Tehran airport. 

Isfahan has been a center of 
violent demonstrations against 
the reign of the Shah- 

Ellcrbce, a U.S. Air Force 
mechanic for 22 years, said he 
could hear gunfire every- night 


in Isfahan, mail and phone ser- 
vice were interrupted by the stri- 
kes and disorders and Bell em- 
ployees suffered a number of 
anti-American incidents. He said 
he was spat on once by de- 
monstrators. 

Varianne Cogswell of Mine- 
ral Wells, Texas, the wife of a 
Bell Helicopter pilot ins- 
tructor, said living conditions in 
Isfahan were deteriorating ra- 
pidly. 

‘The lights were going off 
every night, water was going 
off and there weren't any new 
groceries coming into the stor- 
es,” she said. Identifying herself 
smilingly as a “devout coward.” 
she said she barely left her 
house during Ihe disorders. 

Bell technical inspector John 
Shea of Colorado Springs, Colo- 
rado, said he had two rocks 
thrown at his back after one Is- 
fahan demonstration, and that 
youths on motorcycles played at 
pretending to run him down. 

Members of the Bell group 
displayed crudely printed leaf- 
lets, beginning “cursed Yonky" 
and condemning “U.S. imperia- 
lism,” that had been thrust into 
their cars by demonstrators. 

In a display of grim humor. 
Bell empciyeas ordered T-shirts 
emblazoned “stay and die with 
BHI” (Bell Helicopters Interna- 
tional) and “keep a low pro- 
file.” Both were decorated with 
imitation bullet holes. — (AP) 
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Chinese low-profile in U.S.

WASHINGTON — 
'•What section of the liaison 
office do you work in?” an 
American asked a Chinese dip - 
lomat at an embassy reception. 

"I am an official," the diplo- 
mat replied. 

After an embarrassed silence, 
the American excused himself 
and drifted away in search of 
someone more informative to 
converse with. 

Moments later, the six Chi- 
nese at the reception, all left to- 
gether. with the highest-ranking 
diplomat out the door first, 
followed by the rest, all in order 
of their rank. 

"They always do that, both 
when they come in and when 
they leave." remarked a Wes- 
tern diplomat. “They never 
deviate from the pecking order. 
For a supposed classless society, 
they do some strange things." 

Discipline, control, regimen- 
tation. These are the words fre- 
quently used by those most fa- 
miliar with Chinese diplomacy 
since Peking opened its mission 
here five years ago. 

There has not been an easy 
exchange of information bet- 
ween the Chinese envoys and 
U.S. officials. Some American 
diplomats, for example, hesitate 
to ask a newly arrived Chinese 
about his family life for fear he 
may take offense. 

Most also refrain from asking, 
a Chinese about his assignment 
here. For that answer, the 
Americans must rely on accu- 
mulated impressions. If a 
Chinese second secretary, for 
example, shows up for three 
consecutive meetings on Srno- 


American trade matters, the 
Americans then conclude that 
his specialty is trade. 

Now that the barrier to nor- 
mal relations has been, over- 
come. diplomats here are won- 
dering whether the Chinese will 
loosen up. “We should have, 
the answer to that by next sum- 
mer,'* said one observer. - 
. The Chinese language is glvfen-' 
as one reason for the introver- 
ted behavior of the officials 
Peking has sent here. One spe- 
cialist in the language said it is 
almost impossible to corarau-, 
nicate in Chinese without 
conveying an opinion because 
there are so few neutral words. 

Chinese history also plays a 
role. Such Western concepts as 
free speech and democracy are 
considered luxuries by the Chi- 
nese. A nation that suffered 
widespread hunger as well as in- 
vasion and exploitation by for- 
eigners attaches importance to 
stability, security and enough 
food for the masses. Personal 
freedom is thus subservient to 
the achievement of these com- 
mon goals. 

Americans tend to underesti- 
mate how nationalism has shap- 
ed the Chinese character. The 
way Chinese see themselves 
perhaps best expressed by the 
word “China,” which translates 
to “center country.” in other 
words, all other countries are 
at the periphery. 

With Chinese sensibilities 
easily ruffled, the Americans 
who deal with them must take 
unusual precautions. There have 
been embarrassments. • 

A few years ago, the U.S. 
Passport Office sent a memo to 


all 'foreign missions in Washing- 
ton seeking certain information. 

The memo contained referen- 
ces to all diplomatic offices 
here, including Taiwan’s. The 
Chinese liaison office quickly 
returned the memo without pro- 
viding the information asked 
for because of the reference to 
_ Taiwan. An accompanying oas- 
ty note stated that the memo 
demonstrated the United States 
was pursuing a two- China poli- 
cy 

The Chinese have gone to 
some lengths to insulate the 
more than 100 employees of 
the mission from exposure to 
Americans. 

All except the head of the 
liaison office, Chai Tse-min, 
live, work and eat at the mis- 
sion. Chai, who previously ser- 
ved as ambassador to Hungary, 
Egypt, Guinea and Thailand, 
lives in a nearby house. 

Security precautions at the 
mission are unusually rigid. Ra- 
ther than rely on American la- 
bor, the mission has workers 
flown in from China for most 
repair jobs. 

Chinese diplomats virtually 
never are seen alone around 
town. So recreation, group out- 
ings at area amusement parks 
are favored. 

One China-watcher said it 
was his impression that the 
Chinese are almost as guarded 
with each other as they are with 
Americans. 

“With all the flip-flops over 
the years, the Cultural Revolu- 
tion and the Counter-Cultural 
Revolution and other shifts, the 
Chinese keep their thoughts to 
themselves ” he said — (AP)

WASHINGTON — 

At first glance 1978 was a 
good year for President Carter 
in defense legislation. 

Both the House and the Se- 
nate rejected decisively several 
moves to raise or lower the De- 
fease Department's budget re- 
commendations. And by unex- 
pectedly large margins. Con- 
gress supported Carter's posi- 
tion on the years two major 
battles over new weapons: the 
B-l bomber and a fifth, nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier, both 
opposed by the president. 

But some other important po- 
licy battles were not fought 
during the year, particularly 
those on a new Strategic Anns 
Limitation Treaty with' (hie So- 
viet Union and on Carter's plan- 
to withdraw all U.S. ground 
forces from South Korea. In 
each case the president stayed 
his hand, at least in part for 
fear of vehement congressional 
opposition. 

Where Carter succeeded, he 
did so by committing his admi- 
nistration unconditionally to 
continued growth in Pentagon 
spending. 

He based his opposition to 
the bomber and the carrier on 
the argument that each would 
be less effective than other wea- 
pons programs: the cruise mis- 
sile — which is still in the de- 
velopment stage — and smaller, 
but more numerous, warships. 

Congress generally handled 
defense issues in 1978 the same 
way they had been handled in 
the previous four years — the 
period since the Ootober 1973 
Middle East War. 

- For all the rhetoric about a 
reassert ion of the congressional 
role in foreign policy decisions. 
Congress continued to show a 
strong tendency to defer to the 
commander-in-chief on the de- 
tails of military policy. 

This presidential flexibility* 
however, appeared to be contin- 
gent on Carter’s hewing to a 
fairly narrow path that depend- 
ed on a real annual increase in 
the Defense Department’s bud- 
get, modernization of Army 
and Air Force equipment in 
Western Europe and moderni- 
zation of the. U.S. strategic 
weapons arsenal 

Deferred at leas* until 1979 
was a resolution of the dilem- 
ma that would confront both 
Carter and Confess as the mo- 
dernization programs move into 
full swing and begin to cost 
substantial sums of money. 

A president who was commit- 
ted to balancing the federal bud- 
get and a Congress elected in 
the year of a taxpayers’ revok 
would have to reconcile their 
fiscal conservatism with new 
programs that would be 
extremely costly, even 
by the Pentagon’s standards. 

And in the last weeks of 
1978, Carter was severely criti- 
cized by liberal Democrats, 
many of whom long bad been 
suspicious that he lacked sym- 
pathy with the party’s traditional 
support of domestic welfare 
programs. 

At issue was Carter’s report- 
ed decision to allow the Penta- 
gon's budget for fiscal 1980 to 
grow by three percent, after tak- 
ing into account the cost of in- 
flation. Major domestic pro- 
grams, cm the other hand, re- 
portedly were to be severely 
constrained to keep the total 
federal budget deficit under S30 
billion. 

When the 95th. Congress final- 


ly went borne in tnid-Octo*. by . ««te 


it became apparent that Con- 
gress, during«focal 1979. would 
appropriate essentially the 
amount (SI 26 billion) the admi- 
nistration requested for national 
defense for the year. 

Through most of the year. 
Republicans and other conserva- 
tive groups had bet heavily that 
Carter would be vulnerable to 
hard-line attacks on his defense 
policies. 

But during 1978 Moscow 
toned down some of the poli- 
cies that had vividly conjured 
up the image of Soviet imperia- 
lism on *e march, such as its 
harsh crackdown on Soviet dis- 
sidents and its military assistan- 
ce to Ethiopia in that country’s 
border war with Somalia. 

Carter also scored important 
points in the skirmishing over 
the size of the budget by pledg- 
ing his administration to 
the three percen* defense 

growth rate. He also had presen- 
ted the budget as a strong boost 
for the U.S. forces committed 
to NATO. 

While hard-line critics charg- 
ed that both claims were debat- 
able, the administration stood 
by its position. Desperate to 
show their eagerness to bold 
down federal spending without 
jeopardizing important pork- 
barrel projects, most members 
found it comfortable to take 
Carter's claims at face value- 

Carter's position also was 
buttressed by the fact that 
many of the weapons with 
which the hard-liners were most 
concerned could not have ab- 
sorbed significant funding in- 
creases in any case during fiscal 
1979: 

An effort by some members 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee to increase funds for 
development of a new intercon- 
tinental missile called M-X col- 
lapsed in May because the Air 
Force had not yet decided how 
the new missile would be pro- 
tected against the large arsenal 
of increasingly accurate Soviet 
missiles. 

Several important Army pro- 
grams — a new tank, two new 
anti-aircraft missiles, a new 
armored troop carrier, two new 
helicopters — all had been de- 
layed at various points in their 
development cycle during the 
1970s. As a result, these wea- 
pons had not yet entered pro- 
duction or were just beginning 
production at a relatively slow 
pace. 

Long drawn on* disputes bet- 
ween the Navy and three of its 
largest shipbuilders over some 
$2 billion worth of contract 
claims left a general impression 
— even among some members 
who could be counted on to 
support a much larger ship- 
building program — that the 
Navy just couldn't absorb more 
mony until it straightened ' out 
its management of ship cons- 
truction programs. 

. Hie upshot was that both 
bouses rejected by large mar- 
gins proposals that would have 
increased or decreased the de- 
fense spending ceiling from 
■the amounts recommended by 
congressional committees. 

By the time each house acted 
on the defease appropriations 
bSl, the anti-tax mood in the 
country, symbolized by Califor- 
nia’s “Proposition 13,” was in 
full flight. But the few attempts 
to cut the bill did not present 
any serious threat. 

A Senate amendment that 
would have cut the budget re- 


received a mere 11 votes. 

Carter beat the supporters of : - 
the B-l and the nuclear carrier 
by unexpectedly large margins. 
And in each case the House, fa _ 
backing the president, reversed 
at least one previous vote j Q 
favor of the new weapon. 

In each case. Carter insisted 
that he was opposing a weapon 
whose time had passed in or- 
der to invest in other projects 
that would do the same job 
more effectively. While the in*, 
mediate effect was to kill a 
proposed defense expenditure, 
the promised alternatives would 
eventually cost about as much 
as the weapons they were to re- 
place. 

• The long crusade against the 
B-l had laid heavy emphasis on 
the plane's 5100 million-a-copy 
price tag. But Carter and De. 
fense Secretary Harold Brown 
based their decision to go with 
ihe cruise missile instead of the 
B-l on the former's promise 
of greater effectiveness against 
Soviet air defenses. 

Carter's strategy was even 
more dear in the White House's 
efforts io get Congress to sus- 
tain his veto of the 52 billion 
aircraft. carrier. 

At the insistence of the House 
Democratic leadership, he 
stressed that his purpose was 
not to cut the money from the 
budget, but rather to spend it 
on "higher priority” defense 
projects that would more dir- 
ectly beef up NATO's capabili- 
ty to defend Western Europe. 
And he unequivocally commit- 
ted himself to requesting a 
slightly ■ less expensive, non- 
nuclear carrier in 1979. 

Despite sophisticated argu- 
ments that tried to justify their 
role in future U.S. strategy, the 
bomber and the carrier were 
subjected to heavy criticism as 
symbols of military obsoles- 
cence. 

With the end of the Vietnam 
War, the B-l had become the 
surrogate target for critics of 
Pentagon spending. Capitaliz- 
ing on the plane's price tag of 
$100 million-a-copy and its 
failure to meet* some of the 
more extravagant design goals 
for it, critics ridiculed the plane 
as a plaything for generals. An 
energetic anti-B-i lobby bom- 
barded the press and members 
of Congress with arguments 
against production of the plane. 

But the same themes attracted 
liberals who were critical of 
the Pentagon's share of the 
federal budget and of its prc- - 
suraed influence on U.S. for- 
eign policy: the ship was ex- 
tremely expensive — $2 billion, 
without its deckload of planes 
— and opponents painted im- 
ages of beribboned admirals 
swaggering around the quarter- 
deck to no real purpose. 

Other expensive weapons bad 
faced such attacks in the pre- 
vious decade, but what sealed 
the doom of the B-l and the 
carrier was the -skepticism of 
many members who were not 
usually inclined to cut Penta- 
gon programs. y 

House Appropriations Com- 
mittee chairman George Mahon, 
D-Texas, apparently spoke for 
many members when he said, 
in opposition to both the bom- 
ber and the carrier, that the 
weapon of the future clearly 
was the intercontinental missile 
Neither the bomber nor the car- 
rier would play more than a 
marginal role in any conflict 
with the Soviet Union, accord- 
ing to Mahon. (CQ)

According to the paper, the 
peace talks — between Egypt,

may be arrived at in the re- 
gion. Hence, we may expect a 
few political surprsies that 


would in turn reflect positive 
developments -in the situation. 1 * 

In a critical column on Sau- 
dia — the national carrier — 
u Okaz w lambasted the airline 
for what it said was a “serious 
case of inefficiency.” The wri- 
ter said he had requested a 
reservation on a certain flight 
to Europe but was told that 
according to the computer the 
flight was fully booked as was 
the next flight. 

But after mentioning the 
matter to a friend, the latter 
assured him of a seat and he 
went on the flight he had ori- 
ginally requested. To his ama- 
zement. he found nearly half 
the seats on the plane un- 
occupied despite the computer 
operator's claims tint it was 
booked solid. “No wonder,” 
the writer said, “that Saudia 
loses so much money” 

He was not sure, he said 
whether it was “a deliberate 
plan to cause such losses, or 
whether it was negligence or 
plain inefficiency."

Jan. 2 (AP) - 
Sources close to the Japanese 
government say China has ask- 
ed unofficially it Japan could 
provide it with 7,(XKJ billion 
yen ($35.9 billion) in econo- 
mic cooperation, the newspa- 
per "Yoiuiuri" said Tuesday.

Japan in February to negotiate 
an extension of the Japan-

ment. 

The paper said Japan's big- 
gest government loan so far 
has been 751) billion yen (SJ.8 
billion) over IJ years to Indo- 
nesia. 

It said the loan requested 
for China, which lacks hard 
currency, would require setting 
up a special semi -governmental 
body because the government 
and the private sector would 
have to cooperate in the mat- 
ter.

Europe emerges from winter freeze 


LONDON, Jan. 2 (R) — 
Northern Europe struggled to 
•break the icy grip of winter 
Tuesday us more dealihs were 
reported from the continent's 
coldest weather i Q years.- 
At least 23 people have died 
in Britain, France and West 
Germany alone since the cold 
snap from the Russian steppes 
pillaged much of Europe into 
a new year deep freeze. 


Hie latest victims included 
an eight-year-old French boy 
who fell through the ice into 
the flooded pit of a building 
site, a seven-year-old British 
boy who died in a similar 
tragedy, and a 48-year-old 
tramp found frozen to death 
Tuesday in a Paris pork.

Tanker afire in Caribbean; 
crew members feared dead 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
Jan. 2 (UP1) — A Liberian- 
registered tanker was reported 
on fire in the Caribbean Tues- 
day and 25 of the ship's 30- 
man crew were missing in a 
storm. 

The Search and Rescue Office 
of the U.S. Coast Guard io 
San Juan said a passing Italian 
freighter, the “JJice," had pick- 
ed up four survivors and spot- 
ted one body, but the remaining 
25 crewmen were missing. 

(A similar situation in- 
volving another tanker is taking 
place off Spain (see story, page 
4). 

Radio messages received from 
the “Dice" identified the burn- 
ing tanker as the “Master Mi- 
chael,” a 350-foot ship carrying 
asphalt. There was no indica- 
tion as the cause of the fire, 
which broke out Monday and 
forced the crew to abandon 
ship. 


The enure eastern Caribbean 
has been bit by ' a storm with 
high winds and waves over the 
past few days.

Nears 20th year in exile 


Dalai Lama to return only if Tibet is free 


NEW DELHI. Jan. 2 (AP) 
— The Dalai Lama, the exiled 
political and religious leader 
of Tibet, will return lo his 
' Chinese-ruled homeland “only 
if he is satisfied that freedom 
has been restored to his coun- 
trymen,” his representative in 
New Delhi said Tuesday. 

“It is not a question of His 
Holiness returning or the Tibe- 
tans in exile going back.” Tas- 
chi Wangdei said. “That is a 
secondary question.” 

What is more important, be 
said, is the welfare of the six 
million inhabitants of Tibet. 

“If the Chinese are able to 
show us beyond doubt and to 
our full satisfaction that the 
people are happy and have 
freedom of speech and other 
basic rights, then that will 
settle the problem.” Wangdei 
said. 


The Panchen Lama, leading 
Tibetan religious leader coope- 
rating with the Chinese, said 
in Peking last Thursday that the 
Dalai Lama should return to 
Tibet to 'build a “modem, 
strong socialist country." 

The Dalai Lama, 43, is near- 
ing the 20ih anniversary of his 


1959 flight into exile after an 
unsuccessful revolt against the 
Chinese. 

An estimated 100,000 follow- 
ers are spread across ‘Asia, 
Europe, Australia and North 
America. Nearly 60,000 exiles 
live in India.

Doctors keep Hess out of jail 


BERLIN, Jan. 2 (Agencies; 
— Convicted Nazi war cri- 
minal Rudolf Hess will remain 
under care at ibe British Mili- 
tary HospHal in West Berlin 
"for the time being” instead of 
returning to Spandau Prison, 
a spokesman said Tuesday. 

The 84-year-old former de- 
puty fuehrer was taken to 
the hospital last Friday suffer- 
ing from a circulatory ailment 
and blurred vision. 

In announcing his hospitali- 
zation, the spokesman said Hess 
was to be returned to Spandau 
Prison — where he is the only 
inmate — after undergoing three 
days of tests. 

But Hess’s health has since 
prompted d*e allies to alter the 
plan and k5ep him in the hos- 
pital for further observation. 

The spokesman said Hess’s 


condition had neither improved 
nor deteriorated in the last few 
days. 

Hess was sentenced to life 
imprisonment at the Nuremberg 
Tribunal in 1946 for helping 
plan the Nazi war. He was 
taken prisoner five years earlier 
on May 10, 1941 after para- 
chuting into Scotland on a self- 
appointed peace mission. 

Adolf Hitler had Hess dec- 
lared “mentally incompetent” 
when he learned that his deputy 
had flown to Scotland in an ef- 
fort to stop the war. 

12 Yean 

Hess has been the only in- 
mate of Spandau Prison for 
■the last 12 years. His Hurd 
Reich comrades. Albert Speer 
and Baldur von Schiracb, were 
freed from the prison in Octo-. 
her 1966 after completing 20- 
year sentences.

A former U.S. commandant 
of West Berlin’s Spandau Pri- 
son Tuesday asked President 
Brezhnev to release Hess. In a 
telegram Col. Eugene Bird said 
Hess, 84, was a dying man.
